On the north side of West Maid 
street, not more than 20 paces from 
Pipestone street, is a building, the 
ground floor of which is occupied in 
front with a restauránt, where coflfee, 
sandwiches and doughnuts are sold. 


There is nothing suspicious about the 
appearance of the room and every day 
men step inside, eat a doughnut and 
drink a cup of coffee, without knowing 
that within a few feet of where they 
sit is a door which guards the en­ 
trance to a den which the police officers 
have reason to believe was the rehdez- 
vous of a gang of gamblers. 


Chief Sterns has been keeping the 
place under surveillance ever since he 
was placed at the head of the police de- 
])artment, and yesterdjiy after the ar­ 
rest of the two men charged with main­ 
taining gambling houses, the police 
olHcers had the pleasure of seeing the 
mysterious door in the rear thrown 
open, permitting the light of day to 
* ■ 
with the odor of 
tobacco mingled with the stifling at­ 
mosphere of a place long unlighted by 
the sun’s rays and long unventilated. 


This room was visited by a N ew s 
represenUitlve this morning. 
It was 
pointed out to him by Chief Sterns, 
and when the officer was asked how he 
heard of its existence he simply smiled. 
There is no rear entrance to the den, 
there is no side entrance and all who 
became occupants of the place were 
compelled to walk into the restaurant. 
This they could do without attracting 
or creating suspicion regarding their 
movements, 
if there were ofllcers 
about the door at the rear o f. the res­ 
taurant remained closed and thcráe who 
sought admittance were obliged to wait 
in the restaurant until all strangers 
had disappeared. Then the door cauti­ 
ously opened, admitted the representa­ 
tives of the ‘‘profession” and closed 
again. 


There was never a sound of clicking 
chips heard outelde the door. Every 
sound was muflied by a padded floor 
and padded tables. It was' not intended 
that the world should know the occu­ 
pation of the habitues of that myster­ 
ious room. There was only one table 
there this morning and the furniture 
is arranged to convey the impression 
that the place is only an inoffensive an­ 
nex of the restaurant where customers 
can idle away their unemployed hours 
at a social game for fun. 


The room is devoted to no particular 
purpose now. 
Its proprietors have 
oeen frightened and it will be a long, 
long time before a stack of chips, repre­ 
senting the winnings of the gambler, 
will grace the tables. 
The interior of 
the den is so suspiciously furnished 
that a complete renovation is necessary 
before its appearance will fall to create 
wonder. When the only exit to the 
room is closed not a ray of light enters 
the place and it is as dark as the re­ 
motest recess in a dungeon. With the 
door oi>en this morning it was neces­ 
sary for T h k N e w s representative to 
light a match in order to survey the 
furnishings. 


There was once a window on the 
west side of the room but this has been 
boarded up and padded to prevent the 
sound from reachinix the outside. 
On 
the north side of the room is a doorway 
but the door is never opened. It is se­ 
curely locked and the crevices are tilled 
with rags. 
There is a dozen chairs in 
the room and the only table, the regu­ 
lation gambler's table, is covered with 
a heavy cloth to muttie the sound of the 
chips. 


Anyone can walk into the room now 
without any remonstrance from the 
proprietors. They have a studied air 
of unconcern and oetray no uneasiness 
when the room is inspected. 
It is 
thought that this place has been In op- 
ei'ation as a gambling den ifor some 
time. The otticers have collected con-

sideruble evidence against the proprie­ 
tors, and may iwssibly use it. 


St. Joseph Hae Known the Captain 
for 63 Yeare-He Had an 
Army Record. 


Capt. Henry M. Brown, 63 years old, 
died at the Lake View hotel in St. 
Joseph last night at 9 o’clock. He had 
been a resident of St. Joseph during 
his entire life and was known by every 
sea captain who ever sailed into the St. 
Joseph harbor. The captain had been 
a seaman for nearly 20 years and his 
acquaintance among navigators was ex­ 
tensive. 


Death was the result of rheumatic 
trouble. The captain had been ill for 
six months and his death was no sur­ 
prise to those acquainted with his con­ 
dition. Early this spring he had sev­ 
eral severe attacks of the disease, from 
which it was expected he would not 
rally. His two sons, Charles L. Brown 
of Ft. Wayne, Ind., and Walter H. 
Brown, of Steamboat Springs, Colo., 
the only surviving members of his 
family, are both here. The funeral 
will be held from the hotel tomorrow 
at 4 o’clock and the body will be taken 
to Chicago and interred at Griswold, 
where the remains of the wife jare bu- 
rfed. The Captain was one of the few 
survivors 
of 
the 
foundering 
of 
the 
steamer 
Hippocam^a 
n 1868' when 26 lives were lost. He 
was taken off the wreckage by a tug 
after three days of the bitterest hard­ 
ships. This experience prejudiced him 
against sailing and he never thereafter 
shipped on another boat in any official 
capacity. 


The captain was born in Rochester 
N. Y., September 26,1833. 
One year 
later his father, Hiram Brown, moved 
with his family to St. Joseph. 
In the 
year 1848 the captain entered upon a 
seafaring life, shipping first as a deck 
hand on board the brig, 
St. Louis, 
commanded by Capt. Boughten. 


A few years later Capt. Brown was 
made the master of the schooner, Ex­ 
periment and from 1854 until 1862 he 
sailed the lakes in the capacity of cap­ 
tain of different vessels. 
In 1862 he 
enlisted with the Nineteenth Michigan 
Infantry. 
Be was commissioned as ad­ 
jutant and remained in the service for 
three years when he was compelled to 
resign by reason of ^lysical disability. 
He was wounded at Hesacca, taken a 
prisoner and contined in Libby prison 
three months 
Keturning home after his array ex­ 
perience the captain took up his old 
occupation of sailing which he contin­ 
ued until 1868 w'hen the Hippocampus 
went down. 


Since 1872 until his health gave out, 
Capt. Brown was engaged in the shipi- 
ping business. His wife died in Chi­ 
cago in 1882 and since then he has 
lived at the Lake View hotel. He was 
a member of Occidental lodge, P. & A. 
M.. and was regarded with esteem by 
all.

At 7:15 he tdok a position on the 
fatal trap surrounded by his spiritual 
adviser, Sheriff B. F. Mason and the 
sheriff's assistants. Professor Blome, of 
the R. C. I., one of his spiritual adviser», 
read his last statement from the scaffold 
as follows: 


must die, and And my death in this 
way. I hold no malice towards any one. 
I freely forgive, as I ask Ood for Christ’s 
sake to forgive me. Think not that I 
must close my lips because another' 
speaks for me. I am not guilty of the 
crime for which I die. 
I leave it all 
with Qod, who in the judgment day will 
give each the reward of his deeds. 


Given the Rich Some Advice. 


**I believe that one who does not con­ 
fess to Ood his sins Is eternally lost. I 
have confessed to God and trust in him. 
The rich, inktead of spending their mon­ 
ey for the theater and the opera, should 
build hospitals and alms houses for the 
poor. Some day those who spend their 
money in this way will And themselves 
In the condition of the rich man who de­ 
spised poor Laxarus. I am glad that 1 
am 80 near the end< I ask that my body 
be sent to Grand Haven, Mloh., and 
placed beside that of my wife and child.

I have been saved. He has been with 
me during the last night of my life. I 
thank him now for his kindness." 


Hanging Was a Graat SucceM. 


After the reading a funeral hymn was 
sung by a few' beside him, during %vhich 
the black cap was pulled down over his 
face and he exclaimed In a loud, firm 
voice several times, "Good-bye, every­ 
body; good-bye all.” 
The rope which 
supported the trap was cut. the platform 
fell and his body fell six and one-half feet, 
where it hung straight and still without 
a tremor or struggle. Drs. S. M. Wylie 
and Ragsdale stood beside the hanging 
body, one with his ear to the heart and 
the other with his finger on the pulse. 
He was pronounced dead In fourteen 
minutes, and was out down and placed 
in his coffin in nineteen minutes from 
the time the drop fell. 
The neck was 
broken and there was positively not a 
sign of struggle. 


Wauld 8m HI» Xaemle» In Hade». 
Chicago, May 16.—According to the 
special from The Journal staff corre­ 
spondent there was a gruesome sensa­ 
tion at the hanging of Hoellman at 
Paxton yesterday. After the condemned 
man’s 
statement had been ^read he 
swayed back and forth, sobbing. 
A 
deputy sheriff stepped up and bound 
his wrists, arms, knees and ankles. The 
prisoner assisted him by bringing hia 
limbs together. 
The black cap was 
put about his head and the noose ad­ 
justed. A quartette of male voices be­ 
gan to sing ’‘Nearer, My God to Thee." 
"Good-bye, Fred," said Professor Blome 
and 
Rev. Wilson. 
"Yes, 
good-bye." 
said Hoellman, "goo^-bye everybody; 
good-bye everybody." 


His voice rose and his vindictiveness 
asserted itself. 
"Good-bye, you men 
who have killed me." he shouted in a 
frensy; "good-bye; there will be Justice. 


will see you in hell.” 
The sheriff’s 
hatchet fell on the rope. 


Story off HI» Datlardly Crime. 
Hoellman. alias Hartman, was hung 
for killing Mrs. Weibke Geddes, having 
been convicted on circumstantial evi­ 
dence. 
Geddes, the husband, worked 
on a farm more than a mile from his 
home. On the morning of Dec. 2, 1896, 
he got up at 4 o’clock and went to hia 
task husking corn. At 8 o’clock a neigh- 
t>or called at the home and found the 
body of Mrs. Geddes on the floor of her 
room with a cord around her neck, the 
other end of the cord being fastened 
to a door-knob. 
There was evidence 
of a fearful struggle, one of Mrs. 
Geddes’ legs being broken and her body 
covered with bruiiies. 
Marks on the 
neck of her little girl showed that she 
had been choked, doubtless into insensi­ 
bility, and possibly left for dead.

The body was conveyed to Weckler’s 
morgue and unless word is received 
from friends of the deceased at Roch­ 
ester N. V., whom the authorities are 
now trying to reach, the body will be 
buried here tomorrow at the exi)ense 
of the county. Coates was 45 years old.

Anierieun genornlly goes to the 
inwell places, which are abont 12 in 
iBumber. Tliere is the Cafe de Paris, 
Onbat*s, Chevillnrd’s, Durand’s, Jo- 
•eph’s, the Restanrnnt Larue, the Tour 
d^Argent, Maire’s, Paillnrd’s, the Mai­ 
son Doree, tlie Cafe VoiHiu and the Res­ 
taurant Lncus, together with the Cafe 
Anglais, the Lion d'Or, Foyot's and 
Marquery’s, if yon choose to include 
them. The Cafe Anglais is no longer 
Jbrat class, the Lion d’Or has been closed, 
Foyot’s is in the Latin quarter and 
Jiarqnery’s is only middle class. The 
liSghest priced places are Durand’s, Pail- 
«larà’s and the Cafe Voisin, and these 
•re the most frtniueuted. £ach year the 
lestanrant frequented by tlie “ hwoIIs” 
ehanges. Two years ago it was Du- 
yand’s, last year it was Paillard's and 
this year it is Voisin's. 


Americans are generally disappointed 
In the appearance of these plaees be* 
mute they are frequently small and by 
•BO means gorgeous in their equipments. 
They are all arranged in abont the same 
way—a row of cusliioned seats or di- 
Tans running around the vrall, with ta­ 
blet placed next to them. The guests 
nearly always ensconre themselves on 
the seats next to the wall and are served 
from the other side of Mie tables by the 
waiters. Occasionally, when the place 
if crowded, people will seat themselves 
cn the outside, but ordinarily ttiey are 
fonnd on only one side of the table. As 
fer the table linen, the china, the knives 
and forks, they are by no means as fine 
M we find in many of tiie American 
hotels and restaurants. The cooking, 
liowever, is hard to excel. The reason 
that the Paris restaurants obtain snch 
high prices is owing to their fieculiarity 
of getting what they call primeurs. 
Their Paris epicurean guests seem to 
want to eat things out of season. For 
«lample, they are fond of serving yon 
peas iu Jaunaiy. Then, they will give 
'fan lAieasants and birdnest soup and 
^'<»tlier exotic dishes. 


iBere is a sample dinner and a very 
plain one for two at a Paris restaoraeük 
Thsf charge yon, by the way, CO oen- 
tÎBNs, or 10 cent«, to sit down. There­ 
to » for the two places, or eonverts, imt 
down 1 franc; an aperitif, the substi- 
tnte for our American cocktail, another 
l^no; a bottle of ordinary white wine, 
• francs; a Iwttle of ordinary bnrgnndy, 
T francs; a tnreen of bouillon, another 
Ikane; a sole with normandy sauoe, 8 
francs; a duckling with tnruips and 
cMiii, 16 francs: asparagus with a de­ 
licate sauce, 13francs; icecream tart, 
i francs; coffee, half a franoe ; liqnenrs, 
1 franc; tip, half a franc; total, abont 
•0 francs, or about tld.

which are most appetlxing. Their 
pans ate earthenware, of the kind call­ 
ed caassrolee, and bj keeping them oor- 
ered they can cook a chicken en oasse- 
role which will make yoor'inoitlh wa­ 
ter. The average American chicken is 
baked in an oven—although the cook 
thinks she is roasting It when she It 
only bakifag it—and, as a rule, it is diy 
and tasteless and unfit to eat 


Yon can get a lunch, or what the 
French call a breakfast, at any of these 
restaurants, including a bottle of ordi­ 
nary wine, butter, shrimps, eggs and 
mushrooms, chicken with artichoke 
heart«, strawberry tart, coffee and 
cheese for alK»nt 25 francs, say $6. Bnt 
all of these bills that 1 am giving yon 
are the dinners and breakfasts ordered 
by people who are rarefnl. The average 
American is apt to take things which 
are suggested to him by the waiter, and 
when he has eaten with his t^ible com­ 
panion say four dishes and finds that it 
costs ¡>10 apiece it makes him very tired. 


If yon will notice, 1 have pnt on the 
bills of fare above only ordinary wines. 
If yon place yourself in the hands of 
the sommeiller, or wine steward, and 
tell him you \vant sonietiiing very good, 
he will bring you up an old cobwebby 
bottl»* of burgundy without any tag on 
it Jiinl will tell you that it is good. So 
it IK It will generally cost yon more 
than ('lianipagne, and by the same token 
it is better than champagne. Americans 
soon find out the places where they have 
good burgundy and bordeaux, but they 
have to puy for them. 1 would advise 
th( ‘se Americans always to trust in the 
soninieiller rather than attempt to find 
things themselves from the wine list, 
b<>c ause the wine list is meaningless. 
AH it can tell yon is vintage and prices, 
and sometinie.s not <*ven that.—Paris

Robert Bums, the Scottish poet, was 
bom at Mount Oliphant, 
96, 1769, 
near Ayr, iu a clay boilt cottage, reared 
by his father’s own hands. When a lad 
of 18, the family moved to Loehlea. 
His first three or fonr yearn at Loehlea 
were still with the poet time* of inno- 
oence, and “his conduct waa governed 
by the strictest rales of virtue and mod­ 
esty. ” At last he sot his affections on a 
young woman named Ellison Begbie, 
the daughter of a small farmer, and 
asked her to be hia wife, bat he eoold 
not prevail on her to many him, and 
this disappointment had a malign infla* 
enoe over the poet Long afterward, 
when he had seen maeh of the world. 
Bums spoke of this girl as, ef all thoae 
on whom he ever fixed his' fickle alfeo- 
tions, the one most likely to have made a 
pleasant partner for life. It waa to her 
headdres^ the pure and heaatifnl love 
lyric ‘‘Mary Morison/* and in these 
lines the lyric genins of Bums was for 
the first time undeniably revealed: 
Tostreen when to the trombUn« •trlaf 
The danoo gaed through the llfhted ha*. 
To thee my fancy took its wing.

President McKinley sent a special mes­ 
sage to congress this morning which 
said that official information from the 
consuls in .Cuba established the fact 
that in Cuba there were 600 to 800 hun­ 
dred Americans without means of sup­ 
port and suffering from want of food 
and medicines. 


The president reoonunended that an 
appropriation of $50,000 be immediate­ 
ly passed for use under the direction of 
the secretary of state to relieve the 
Americans and permit the return of 
any American who derires to do so.

In speaking to the graduating class 
last evening Rev. Thomas R. McRob- 
erts took for his theme “Your Herit- 
i^e,** developing his sermon from the 
words of Paul *'All things are yours.** 
The speaker said the.sturdy apostle re­ 
pudiated the idea that Christianity nar­ 
rowed a man's vision, or ke^ his ac­ 
tivities inside of a small circle, or that 
it impoverished anyone’s life. His con­ 
ception of Christianity was that it 
should make him the most universal of 
all men. He believed that notbintr un­ 
der thé dome of God’s blue was foreign 
to a Christian’s sympathies; that there 
was no truth; from whatever source the 
truth might come; that there was no 
fact of life, uo person under the dome 
of God’s blue that may not throb with 
interest to the Christian as conceived 
by Paul. • He believed Christianity 
gives to man the largest iK>ssible hori> 
zon. When men were devoting: their 
energries to one phase of the truth, and 
called themselves followers of Aix>llos, 
another class of men were walking iu 
the light of another particle of truth 
.and chose to call themselves followers 
of Peter, Paul's lip curled’with scorn, 
he pitied their devotion to a imrtial 
truth, and attlrmed that they were mak­ 
ing light of their heritagre because all 
was theirs, both the truths that Apollos 
and Peter or anyone else preached. 


Mr. McRoberts said that 19 centuries 
and more were packed ipto th? numeral 
all; that the best of all ^ es that have 
gone before are the heritai?e of young 
people now living; that men who live 
have all ages and other worlds to attend 
them. The chambers of the most pre­ 
cious thoughts and acta, and examples 
are open to us now. 
Plato is ours and 
Christ is ours, and Shakespeare and 
WJiittier, all ours, and in a truer sense 
than were they to the men who lived 
they did^, since Time has opened 
to us 
truer meaning of their jwords

Bismarck, N. D., May 17.—The pre­ 
liminary hearing of the Ave Sioux In­ 
diana who murdered the Spicer family 
at Winona. N. D., In February last has 
been completed at Williamsport, Em­ 
mons county. Holy Track, one of the 
accused, tocii, the witness stand, and 
told the terrible story of the crime. 
Implicating Black Hawk and Cadoctc, 
the two half-breeds, and Standing B«ar, 
Defender find 
himself, 
full-blooded 
Sioux. Holy Track said that la^c De­ 
cember Black Hawk, Oadotte, Defender 
and himself stole and killed altogether 
nine head of cattle and always traded 
some for whisky to Caldwell. 


Finally Black Hawk suggested that 
they kill some white people and get 
money', planning to kill a family belo^v 
Winona, but there were too many men 
^here. and they were afraid. 
Black 
Hawk then suggested the Spicer family 
and set the day fur the murder, but it 
was very stormy and Black Hawk post 
pone<l the crime. But Black Hawk had 
not been dividing the cattle money fair 
iy, and Holy Track wanted to act at 
once. The others agreed and he got 
Standing Bear to help. 


He continued; 
*‘Qn Wednesday we 
killad them all. I Arat shot Mr. Splcpr 
and Standing Bear pounded him with 
a shovel, and then Defender stabbed 
him as he fell with à pitchfork. 1 theft 
went and shot Mrs. Spicer and stabbed 
her with a pitchfork, and Defender hit 
her with an ax.

less. Then she went into another room 
and got a hoe. I went to kill her then 
with the butt end of. the gun^ but she 
was quick and hit me with the hoe 
Again I went at her/but maybe she 
would have killed me with ft If it had 
not caut^ht In the stovepipe wire:
